Wallace Dyal Attempted to Stop

Waycross, Ga., December 24.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—Because he assumed the role of 
peacemaker and attempted to stop 
drunken negroes from rioting, Wallace 
Dyal was shot to death this afternoon 
at a turpentine still in this county. 

As Dyaj fell to the ground mortally 
wounded, he drew his pistol and fired 
into the crowd of negroes, killing two 
of them, Ben Johnson and Sam Jack- 


son, 

Dyal was employed as a woodman by 
W. I. Hinsoh & Co. 

This afternoon there was 
crowd of negroes at the turpentine 
still and there was much drinking. The 
negroes finally became riotous and be- 
gan to fight among themselves. 

Fearing a general riot Dyal inter- 
fered and tried to stop the fight. As 
soon as he interfered, tie negroes 
turned on him with their pistols. 

Dyal was struck by four .bullets and 
fell, dying, to the ground. He, how- 
ever, managed to fire several shots at 
the negroes before death, killing two. 

News of the tragedy was telephoned 
to Waycross and the sheriff, with a 
posse, has gone to ‘the scene. It Is 
feared there will be further trouble,

By an order of Judge J. T. Pendleton, 
issued yesterday afternoon at 5 o’clock, 
the Central Bank and Trust Corpora- 
tion was appointed receiver of the Neal 
bank. 

Under the order of the court,. and 
under the act of 1907, the recently en- 
acted banking Jaw, Atorney General Hart 
filed the bill for the receiver, thereby 
saving to the depositors and creditors 
10 per cent on the assets. 

In a word, the Central Bank and Trust 
Corporation has taken over the affairs 
of the Neal bank at 2 1-2 per cent, as 
against the 5 per cent allowed by the 
last legislature. 

The fact that the petition is filed by 
the attorney geenral eliminateg the item 
of attorneys’ fees for the creditors. It 
is stated that a dividend will be de- 
clared to the depositors within the next 
ninety days. Just what this dividend 
will be is not Known. But there will 
be a dividend. 

Gov. Hoke Smith Acts. 


“As soon as the failure of the Neal 
bank was made known, Governor Hoke 
Smith took an active interest in its af- 
fairs. He realized that at this partic- 
ular time that, in view of the legisla- 
tive enkctment of the last session, the 
time was ripe to wind up the affairs 
of the Neal bank in a fashion which 
would have the greatest possible return 
to the depositors. 

On Monday he had a lengthy confer: 
ence with State Treasurer Park ana 
yesterday he followed this 
long talk with the officials of the bank. 
As a reSult, he decided that only one 
course was open—to bring proceedings 
against the bank and to have it placed 
in the hands of a receiver. 

Provisions of the Law. 


The provisions of the new banking 
law are, briefly stated, that when the 
state bank examiner takes charge and 
is satisfied that the bank cannot re.- 
sume business to the best interests of 
the depositors, a receiver shall be ap- 
pointed. 

At shortly after 5 o'clock Tuesday 
afternoon a petition, drawn by Attor- 
ney General Hart, applying for a re. 
ceiver, was presented to Judge John T, 
Pendleton. 

Order of the Court. 


The order of Judge Pendleton follows: 

The foregoing petition read, consid- 
ered and ordered filed. It is further or- 
dered that the freeciver hereinafter 
named shall take possession of all of the 
assets of said bank of whatever char- 
acter, including the $192,502.90, asserted 
in the petition to be the property of the 
state, subject to the right of the state 
to be paid hereinafter as a preferred 
creditor of the said bank. It is further 
ordered that the Central Bank and Trust 
Corporation be and ig hereby appointed 
receiver, and tht it @ive a good and suf- 
ficient bond and security of $600,000, 
to be approved by the clerk of this 
court for the faithful performance of 
its duty as such receiver; and upon the 
further condition that its compensation 
shall not exceed 2 1-2 per cent of the 
amount realized and paid out from said 
assets, saki 2 !-2 per cent to cover ail 
expenses, inchuding attorneys’ fees. It 
is further ordered that said receiver pro- 
ceed with all convenient speed to make 
out and file a complete inventory of ali 
of the assets and Habilities of said 
bank.

“TI have every reason to believe ‘that 
every depositor in the Neal bank will 
receive every dollar of his money and 
that when tke affairs of that institu- 
tion are wound up there will be some- 
thing left for the stockholders,’’ said 
Asa G. Candler, president of the Cen- 
‘tral Bank and Trust corporation, which 
was ‘made receiver of the Neal bank 
at a late hour yésterday afternoon, as 
the result of a petition for receiver- 
ship filed by Attorney General Hart, 
acting for the state of Georgia under 
the provisions of the banking act, 
passed at the last session of the gen- 
eral assembly. 

This statement of Mr. Candler will 
prove a welcome Christmas gift to the 
9.000 depositors of the _ institution, 
whose closing for a while cast a gloom 
over the Christmas tide. 

“I thought it would be a good thing 
to make a statement at the present 
time, so that it might appear in the 
Christmas edition of The Consiitution, 
and thus be a kind of Santa Claus 
gift,” said Mr. Candler, 

Early Dividend Promised. 

“Not only do I belfeve that the as- 
sets of the Neal bank are of such a 
nature as to insure the payment of all 
obligation@” but I see no reason why 
the depositors should not receive some 
of their money within a very short 
time. I am of the opinion that a divi- 
dend of ten per cent will be declared 
within: thirty days after we take charge 
institution. 

“Our plan of procedure is already 
mapped out. We will start to work 
just as soon as our bond can be ap- 
proved. We would begin operations to- 
night if that could be done. As it is, 
however, we will organize our force on 
Christmas day. Mr. Manry, the. vice 
president of the Neal bank, has been 
retained for «his week. He will be 
given a competent and sufficient corps 
of well-trained assistants, who will 
rush the work of examining the assets 
and liabilities and disposing of the se- 
curities as this can be done

Cost Will Be Small, 


“We would very much have liked to 
have taken charge of the institution 
from the start, but after investigation 
found that we were not able to do so. 
Now that we have been put in charge 
we are anxious to prove that this estate 
can be administered with a minimum 
cost to the creditors and depositors. We 
want to make a record of this case. We 
are going to try to do so, and we be- 
lieve that we will succeed. 

“As a usual thing, when a state bank 
falls into the hands of a court the gen- 
eral public becomes frightened, and at 
once believe that they will get nothing 
and the cost of the administration will 
take all the assets. This {s going to be 
an exception “to the rule. The people 
are going to get a square deal. The 
costs of administering ‘the estate will 
he as low as ft can consistently be 
made. We believe that with our re- 
sources and abilitv to handle matters 
it will be possible to realize a great 
deal of money within avery short time, 
and we intend fo do this. It will not 
take up long to ascertain the real con- 
dition of the bank, and then we will 
be prepared to make liberal advances to 
the depositors. 

Don’t Sacrifice Deposits. 

“Especially I wish to urge the depos 
itors not to sacrifice their savings now 
in the Neal bank to the extent of one 
single cent. My advire to them is_to 
be patient. to restrain their eagerness 
for a little while and then they will 
reap the reward of their self-denial. 

“Another thing. It has always been 
the opinion of a part of the people that 
a national bank is safer than a state in- 
stitution. I wish to show by the way 
in which we handle this estate that a 
state bank in the hands of the state 
can be administered just as safely and 
as economically as a national bank un- 
der the control and supervision of the 
federal government. 

“In order to save the stockholders 
every cent possible we have agreed to 
administer the affairs of the Neal hank 
for 2 1-2 per cent, where the charge 
allowed by the state is 5 per cent. By 
the action taken by the state in having 
the attorney general ask for a receiver- 
ship and the appointment of the Cen- 
tral Bank and Trust Corporation in 
that capacity the depositors will be 
saved a large per cent. How large, of 
course, cannot be definitely stated, but 
very probably it will be greater than 
10 per cent.

TRAGEDY WAS AVERTED 
BY SUSPICIOUS CLERR 


Examination of Box Showed that it 
Contained Enough of High Exe 
plosive to Kill a Number of 
People—No Clue as to 
Sender, 


Erie, Penn., December 24.—While 
distributing Christmas bundles in the 
South Erie sub postoffice this after- 
noon, an employee became suspicious 
of a package, the end of which had 
been broken open and upon making 
an investigation the package was 
found to contain an infernal machine 
so constructed that the opening of the 
box would cause an explosion that 
would have undoubtedly killed all per- 
sons near ft, and set fire to everything 
in the vicinity. 

The pakage was addressed to Archie 
Carr, 2208 Cherry street, and had been 
mailed in this city. The box was turn- 
ed over to Postmaster Sobel, who called 
in Chief of Police Wagner. The chief 
cut out the side of the box, and exposed 
a botfle and contrivances so arranged 
that the opening of the lid would pill 
the cork and ignite several matches. 

T8he following inscription was on the 
inside wrapper: 

“You may perhaps find the cover will 
catch a little when you open the box, 
but pay no attention to it. Merry 
Christmas.”

WIT HIS PLACE? 


Mystery About the Sudden 
~ Resignation of Brewnson 


ROOSEVELT WILL NOT TALK 


Admiral and All Others Connected 
with Navy Department Also Si- 
lent—Rumored that Brown- 
s0n and Roosevelt Could 
Not Agree. 


Washington, December 24.—President 
Roosevelt today received and accepted 
the resignation of Rear Admiral Wil- 


reau of navigation. The resignation 
takes effect immediately and Captaiy 
Cameron McR. Winslow has been ap- 
pointed to succeed the admiral. No 
reason for the resignation is given at 
the white house. 

Diligent inquiry from Rear Admiral 
Brownson, from Secretary Metcalf and 
at the white house, failed to develop | 
the reason for the seemingly sudden 
retirement of the rear admiral from 
the navigation bureau. Admiral Brown- 
son takes the position that the sub- 
ject is one for the discussion of his su- 
perior officer. Secretary Metcalf passes 
the responsibility of stating the reason of 
the resignation to President Roosevelt. 
Secretary Loeb, speaking for the pres- 
ident, says that no information can be 
obtained from that source. 

Admiral and President Differ. 


Two thories have been advanced as 
being sufficient in themselves to bring 


forth the letter of resignation. One 
of these reasons is that the admiral ] 
finds himself unable to agree with 
the ideas of the president regarding 
certain important policies to be pur- 
sued by tthe bureau of navigation. Such 
a disagreement, honestly entertained, 
would leave the admiral but one course, 
and that to take his place on the re- 
tired list and relinquish the active 
management of the bureau. 

The other reason is that the rear ad- 
miral being on the retired Hst of the 
navy, may not be Jegally confirmed by 
the senate to an appointment to ac- 
tive duty. It is known that the judge 
ndvocate’s department of the navy has 
been wrestling with this legal question, 
with special reference to the case of 
Admiral Brownson, for several weeks 
past. It is known that an opinion on 
the question has recently been ren- 
dered. What the“effect of this opinion 
is can only be surmised. Those who 
believe chat it is the reason for his 
resignation, say that the opinion Sets 
forth the law to be that his confirma- 
tion could not be legally executed by 
the senate. 

Appointed During Recess. 


Admiral Brownson's appointment as 

chief of the bureau of navigation was 
made by the president during the re- 
cess of congress. It is customary for 
the names of recess appointees to go 
to the senate on {its next convening 
after the appointments have been 
made. In the present case, and be- 
cause of the uncertainty of the right 
of a retired navya] officer to be as- 
signed to active duty, Admiral Brown- 
son's name has been withheld from 
the senate pending the rendering of the 
legal opinion in the case. The resig- 
and its acceptance will obviate 
the raising of the question between the 
legislative and executive departments 
of the government as to the right of 
retired .officers to be appointed to ac- 
tive duty In time of peace. 

Since Admiral Brownson took com- 
mand of the bureau of navigation, that 
bureau has had to handle the question 
of the cruise of the Atlantic fleet to 
the Pacific, the greatest peace move 
of the navy during its history. The 
resignation of Admiral Brownson as 
chief of the bureau of navigation has 
the effect of placing him in his former 
position on the retired list of the navy. 


Winslow’s Appointment Temporary. 


Commander Winslow, who has been 
designated to act as the head of the 
navigation bureau, has for some time 
past been assistant to Admiral Brown- 
son. €ommander Winslow is anxious 
to obtain command of the new battle- 
ship New Hampshire, so it is believed 
that his present designation is intend- 
ed to bridge over an integval during 
which the president can make a selec- 
tion of another officer. Among the 
names mentioned in that connection is 
that of Captain Richardson Clover. at 
present head of the board of inspec- 
tion and survey. 

Another name which it is known has 
been considered in connection with the 
vacancy is that of Lieutenant Com- 


mander William 8S. Sims, who is one

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Cotton and Currency. 

The New York Evening Sun, in an 
editorial reproduced on this page, de- 
nunciatory of the proposal to issue 
notes against cotton, assumes a high 
moral tone and characterizes 
suggestion as “revolting to the moral 
a “hellish plot,” and asserts it 
is an effort to draw the government 
into the business of speculating in 
cotton. 

Cue for this outburst appears to have 
been taken from The Constitution’s re- 
cent editorial upon the resolution of 
Senator McLaurin, proposing to make 
cotton the basis of treasury notes to 
the extent of 70 per cent of its market 
value. This editorial we also reprint 
Lerewith, following that from The Sun. 

In the first place, let us correct The 
Sun’s inaccuracies, express or implied. 
It will be readily apparent that The 
Constitution did not specifically in- 
gorse the issue of notes on cotton to 
the extent of 70 per cent of market 
vilue, as our critic implies, but stated 
&s a proposition which we still hold 
incontrovertible that “within reasona- 
ble limits and properly safeguarded, 
treasury notes based on cotton would 
be as secure as those backed by gov- 
ernment bonds.” 

It is laughable that Wall street 
should attempt to read any one a les- 
son On morality, but that is neither 
kere nor there; it is a question of the 
soundness or unsoundness of this pro- 
}osed emergency currency plan. 

The truth of the matter 
street will oppose any plan which con- 
iemplates a currency issue on any sort 
of security which it cannot control, or 
the further remova! from its hands of 
anything of value aed which it once 
cers its grasp.

Promptly § issues clearing 
house certificates based on the assets 
cy the various banks forming the as- 
sociation. These assets are the stocks 
ond bonds of all sorts of corporations, 
it is true, but, nevertheless, 
subject to the law of supply and de- 
mand, and worse still, unfortunately, 
‘fg the market’s whim. Market fluctu- 
i.tions upon these assets are often of 
wider range than any ordinarily expe- 
rienced by cotton, vet “within reason- 
«ble limits and properly safeguarded,” 
they have been found to constitute a 
satisfactory emergency currency basis. 

Did Wall street discover anything 
immoral about this”? 

What is the difference between is- 
suing a $50 clearing house certificate 
cn a $100 bond or share of stock, and 
i $25 emergency note on a $50 bale 
of cotton? If there is any difference 
in the moral quality of the two trans- 
actions, it is too subtile for the or- 
dinary perception. . Will The New 
York Sun be kind enough to point it 
cut? 

All The Constitution contends for or 
has ever contended for, is the issue 
at crop-moving time, within clearly 
and admittedly safe limitations, of the 
necessary emergency currency, suffi- 
cient in amount to protect the crops 
in motion, io relieve them gcompleiely 
from dependence upon New York, or 
ery other particular section of the 
country, and especially to the end that 
tney shall no longer be the prey of 
‘he speculator and the gambler.

But, alas! I have not yet heard of a single 
article sold in a grocery store being any 
cheaper today than it was a year ago. The 
sack of flour that used to cost us 70 cents Is 
noW 86, and everything else has been going 
up in proportion. These are the very things 
which every laboring man has to have. 

‘Again. many laborers are being thrown out 
of employment, beeause of a lack of demand 
far what they produce. The earning capacity. 
of his emplover’s plant has been so reduced 
in many instances that he cannot pay the 
employee the usual wages, and where work 
has not stopped altogether wages have been 
reduced. 

Some eay the agitation of the reformers 
has had no Bearing on these conditions. It t* 
evident, nevertheless, that it has not helped 
things, and if it has not helped, it has hurt. 
It has helped to destrdéy confidence, and with 
that destruction, people in every walk of life, 
from the hodcarrier to the millionaire, have 
been affected. The restoration of confidence 
is a much more difficult proposition than the 
destruction. 

This agitation was not altogether a Georgia 
affair; other states had thefr part in it 
which made“it 8 mich the worse. 

But let us hope with the new year for bet- 
terment of conditions in all branches of in- 
dustry, and with that betterment a brighter 
dav for labor and its dependents.

A 2-Cent S-Ounece Post. 


Editor Constitution: The reduction of the 
postage rates on parcels from 16 to 12 cents, 
as recommended by Postmaster General Meyer, 
is indeed a very small step forward eom- 
pared to the postal rates of other countries. 

With the proposed new rate it will cost 
$1.32 to mail an WM-pound percel in the 
United States. The same parcel can be mail- 
ed in England for 22 cents. in Germany for 
12 cents, in France 22 pounds for 26 cents, 
and eve India has a rate wr 4 cents per pound. 
Then it is unfair to the American “people to 
charge them as much to carry a parcel with- 
in the limits of the United States as it costs 
to send the same parcel to New Zealand, or 
perhaps twelve or fifteen thousand miles 
farther than the first parcel was carried. 

It is now easily within the gift of this 
government to grant the peopte a 2-CENT §&- 
OUNCE.postage rate to apply on all mailable 
matter, either sealed or unsealed. There 
shoulé be in addition to this rate, a special 
rate for business confined to a rural route, 
as well ag the present second-class rate, and 
provided that the rate on unsealed packets 
up to 4 ounces sholl be 1 cent. 

It is believed that these rates will yield a 
profit to“the government and they will save 
many miliions of dollars to the people every 
year.

COTTON AND CURRENCY. 


MecLaurin’s 70 Per Cent Cotton Notes 
(From The New York Evening Sun.) 
Now that The Atlanta Constitution has ap- 
peared as advocate of the bill introduced by 
Senator McLaurin, of Mississippi, to provide 
for the issue of United States treasury notes 
against 70 per cent of the value of any cotton 
which might be depositea in duly designated 
government depositaries, it is high time to 
say something about the-iniquity of this 
measure. It is lunacy, of course, and all that 
kind of thing. Certainly everybody must have 
been struck with at least one phase of its 
imbecility, the absurdity of supposing that 
the raisers or makers or possessors of any- 
t@ng which in their minds had ‘‘value’’ 
would permit the growc¥s or owners 
cotton to enjoy the unique advantage which 
Senator McLaurin proposes for them. As for 
the delusion about the nature of money which 
is embedded in the McLaurin Dill, the less 
said about that the better. No good could 
come of trying to relate the processes of 
government to the abstractions or even the 
realities of economics when it is obvious 
that there are so many practical difficulties 
to Be considered. The McWaurin bill is a 
shock to intelligence,’ but intelligence is be- 
coming used to such shocks and can endure 
them. The Atlanta Constitution’s champion- 
ship of the 70 per cent cotton notes bill is 
revolting to the moral sense. There is the 

real hurt. 

Naturally one would not expect Senator 
McLaurin’s champion to appreciate the effect 
of his proposal on rational minds. One had 
a right to expect, though, that the Atlanta 
organ would be extremely sensitive to the 
deplorable immorality of the McLaurin bill. 
However lacking in intelligence, it has always 
been supposed that it was strong- on morals, 
' and the McLaurin scheme is ethically re- 
| volting. Despite ail the advantage which it 
aims to confer on the cotton growers, we are 
Sure that once its nefarious and damnable 
character is made clear to them they will 
have none of it. They will repudiate it with 
scorn, heap contumely on the gschemer and 
bury his champion in oblivion. 

The south ts nothing if not moral, and 
Senator MclLaurin’s bill is an impudent in- 
| sult to one of the finest pleces of morality 
| which the south has yet exhibited, 
; than the prohibition movement in behalf of 
the negro or the crusade against the rail- 
roads. We refer to the anti-gambling propa- 
ganda, especially ag directed against stock 
exchanges and cotton exchanges, and par- 
ticularly as it ts aimed at the cotton ex- 
changes. The McLaurin bill is a most deadly 
because insidious attempt to lead this propa 
ganda astray. It seeks by dangling a great

BANANA LOVERS 
HANDED LEMONS 


Atlanta Supply of the Creamy 
Fruit Is Cruelly 
Short. 


This {s a Christmas when Atlanta 
on the creamy, Tuscious 
banana, and the citizen who relishes 
this variety of tropical fruit will have 
to forego the pleasure of satisfying his 
appetite. 

Atlantans began to notice yesterday 
that the banana supply was short. It 
had been slightly noticeable for’ sev- 
eral days that the fruit stands and the 
peddlers’ wagons were not holding 
forth with piles and bunches of “ba- 
nans,” but yesterday when the Christ- 
mas day dinner was being prepared it 
was found that there were a very few 
bananas on the market and these were 
either very inferior or green. 

This is the first time in many years 
that Atlanta has been hit by a banana 
famine and coming at the Christmas 
tide it goes hard with those who pre- 
fer this fruit along with their turkey 
and eggnog. 

An inspection of the fruit stands yes- 
terday revealed the fact that along 
with stacks of rosy apples and pyra- 
mids of golden oranges, only a few 
measly bananas could be seen hanging 
despondently from shriveled stalks. 

The reason Atlanta went short on 
bananas was because the wesicrn and 
eastern buyers bought heavily at Mo- 
bile and New Orleans several days be- 
fore Atlanta eot ready to order a sup- 
ply. Every season the western and 
eastern markets buy ten days ahead 
of Atlanta. This year Atlanta waited 
until the other markets had bought 
and then found that the supply was 
short. 

In other words, the Down Easterner 
and the Wild Westerner had a banana 
appetite that was so great that At- 
lanta was left bananaless. 

It is believed that the banana situ- 
ation will be relieved in a few days, 
but that will not compensate the 
banana lover who wanted that kind of 
fruit with his turkey dinner and will 
not wipe out the fact that Atlanta had 
one sad, bananaless Christmas.

The absence of the usual amount of 
holly and mistletoe this year and even 
a scarcity of woodland bamboo, draws 
renewed attraction to the matter of 
protecting the forests. 

An effort was made some years ago, 
by an Atlanta woman to have a law 
passed protecting these particular 
shrubs, on the basis that in time our 
woods would be bare of them, but lit- 
tle substantial interest was taken in 
the matter. Now, however, that the 
Georgia State Federation of Women’s 
Clubs, at their annual meeting in Tif- 
ton, established themselves as a unit 
in the matter of protecting the state 
forests, and the State Forestry Asso- 
clation has been subsequently organ- 
ized, it Is to be anticipated that in time 
our beautiful shrubs and follage will 
be protected as well as our trees. 

The holly, mistletoe and bamboo 
shows this year is notas full and pretty 
as heretofore and looks almost impov- 
erished.

“We have laws enough, I suppose,” 
said the man grumbling on the street 
corner yesterday, “but they are not 
enforced. 

“There is a law written or unwritten 
all over the world,” he continued. 
“which is based on common sense and 
is better observed everywhere than in 
Atlanta, and that is that people keep 
to the right when driving, riding and 
walking. 

“Here that law is apparently un- 
known. I have noticed the most intel- 
ligent people walking the streets but- 
ting into each other and generally 
blocking the way, through not knowing 
apparently that they should always 
keep to the right. : 

“The police In nearly all cities of size 
enforce this law, and there is no doubt 
there would be far less congestion in 
our crowded corners and streets if 
coachmen, chauffeurs, cab drivers, and 
wagon drivers were compelled to keep 
to the right. 

“Look at that now!” 

As he spoke the carriage owned by 
one of the most prominent citizens, 
was almost run into by an automobile, 
because the carriage instead of com- 
ing down the right side of the street 
strolled down the left, the coachman 
looking into the shop window, and nar- 
rowly escaping an accident. 

In ten minutes as many as a dozen 
turn-outs were being driven down the 
wrong side of the street; producing 
confusion and disorder, and blocking 
crossings. 

When coachmen are reproved, they 
are frequently insolent about it, and 
it would seem that the city in time 
would have to make more binding laws 
about the little but by no means insig- 
nificant matter of people being taken 
care of on the streets. They should be 
enforced not only in the shopping dis- 
trict but on all the driveways. 
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ROAST RABBIT. 

Any preferred dressing can be used, but one 
made as follows is especially recommended: 
Cook two tablespoonfuls of chopped onion in 
One tablespoonful of butter; add the onion 
and two tablespoonfuls of sausage meat to 
one heaping cupful of soft. bread crumbs, 
adding also half of a cupful of chopped tart 
apples, and one-quarter of a cupful of seed- 
ed raisins; season with pepper and salt, and 
herbs if the flavor is liked. After wiping 
the rabbit sprinkle it Mghtly with salt, fill it 
with the dressing, sew it up and truss by. 
drawing the legs close to the body, the hind 
ones forward and the front ones backward, 
fastening them in place with skewers. Roast 
from three-quarters of an hour to an hour, 
in a brisk oven, basting often with hot but- 
ter and water, and dredging with flour just 
beforé removing from the oven, to insure a 
crisp crust. 

CURRY OF RABBIT. 

‘lean two young rabbits; disjoint them* and 
80ak them in salted water for half an hour. 
Drain and put them into a saucepan with a 
quarter ,of a pound of unsmoked bacon cut 
in strips, and one tablespoonful of chopped 
onion. Cover with boiling water and simmer 
for an hour, or untill tender. Boil one teacup- 
ful of rice in one quart of salt®d water until 
the grains can be rubbed to a smooth paste 
between the fingers; drain it, dash cold water 
over it to separate the kernels, drain again 
and add the juice from half a can of toma- 
toes, and cooK slowly until the rice has ab- 
sorbed the juice. When the rabbit is tender, 
add to the rice one tablespoonful of butter, a 
seasoning Of salt, a pinch of curry powder 
and a tablespoonful of cream. Mix thorough- 
ly and form the rice in a ring on a heated 
platter, heap the rabbit and bacon within 
the ring and stand the platter in the oven 
while the gravy is Preparing. Add to ,the 
broth In the saucepan one cupful of thin 
cream, one tablespoonful of butter, one 
teaspoonful of curry powder and one table- 
spoonfwi of flour made smooth in a little 
<old milk; add & squeeze of lemon juice, boil 
up once and pour over the rabbit.

Petitions Being Circulated in 
North GeoJgia Towns. 


Cartersville, Ga., December 24,.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Petitions asking for the inaugura- 
tion-of a postal service on the trains of 
the Louisville and Nashville railroad be- 
tween Atlanta and Etowah, Tenn., are 
being circulated in this city and, it is 
understood, in the towng between this 
place and Btowah. 

Notwithstanding the 
traing have been runnin 
Cincinnati-Atianta line of th®oul 
and Nashville frallroad for more than 
eigheen months, there has yet been made 
no.contract between the railroad and 
the government for @ railway mail serv- 
jae between Atlanta and Etowah. The 
towns between the above mentioned 
cities are still being served by the 4an- 
tiquated ‘‘star route,’’ and the tardiness 
of the railroad or the postoffice depart- 
ment in placing an up-to-date service at 
the disposal of the growing towns along 
the new line its causing widespread dis- 
@atisfaction. 

A letter from Cartersville to Fair- 
mount, 20 miles distant, must be deliv- 
ered by the star route, which means that 
it will go through fhe country, and that 
the greater part of the entire day must 
be consumed in transportation, whereas 
ifan adequate railway mal) service Was 
in ~ sation on the Louisville and Nagh- 
v' railroad, with its two trains each 
%. -’a day, a letter from Cartersville to 
Fearmount and other towns along the 
line could be delivered, and, if neces- 
eary, answered the saine day.

the statistics compiled by The Railway 
Age, railroad construction in the United 
States has been nearly as heavy in 1907 
as in 1906, which was the heaviest vear 
since i888. The total number of miles 
of new track laid this year has been 
5.730, of which 422 miles in Louisiana, 
341 in Florida, 385 in South Dakota, 3/4 
in Texas and 3/1 in Washftmegton. In 
Canada, during the same time, 723 
miles were built and 349 in Mexico. 

The greater part of the new track was! 
laid before the financial stringency, 
only a smal} amount of mileage being 
constructed after September. | 

The orders. for freight and passenger 
cars and locomotives in 1907 were 
smaller than at any time during the 
last seven years, being about 655 per 
cent of last year's total.

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ROADS MUST PAY 
EXCESS CHARGES 


Decision Rendered Against 
the Southern and Illi- 
nois Central, 


Washington, December 24.—-The case 
of the Holcombe-Hayes company, 
against the Illinois* Central Railroad 
company and the Southern Rawtway 
company, before the interstate com- 


merce commission, has been decided in 
favor of the complainant. The de- 
fendant roads are required to. publish 
their rates for a definite period of 
time and ito reimburse the complainant 
in the sum of $3,07! as representing 
alleged unjust and unreasonable 
charges for the transportation of cross 
ties. 

Although just announced today, the 
deeision was rendered December 9 and 
embodies a new rule in such cases to 
prevent discrimination, requiring rates 
to remain in effect for a definite period 
of time-to be designated in the order. 

The following comment is made: 

“The commission does not approve 
the practice whereby a carrier puts in 
rates with a clause under which they 
expire after a short time, for the pur- 
pose of enabling the commission ‘to do 
justice in a particular case.,”’

Making a Dictionary. 


One of the men who compiled a big 
dictionary talks as follows about the way 
the work is done: 

From the lergest dictionary of the lan- 
guage all the words were diligently 
copied, and then each of the smaller dic- 
tionaries was checked off {fn turn against 
this growing list, When the dictionaries 
had bevn thus exhausted all the, living 
authors of works that had an undoubted 
standard value iwere secured to contrib- 
mite from their works such words as they 
had used that were not found in the 
general dictionaries. 
In addition to this, the services of: 
about §00 readers were utilized, among 
whom was distriputed all the standard’ 
literature from Chaucer to the present. 
time. These readers ;werce instructed to 
report such words a@g seemed to be new, 
and not foumd in the ordinary dictiona- 
ries and to locate them by page and line 
that they might be inspected, each in its 
own context. For this purpose prepared 
blanks were furnished. Specialists in 
various trades, arts an professions were 
also invited to sem@ such words belong- 


ing to the technique of their vocabularies 


were not in general use, and so had not | 
found their way into the dictionaries. 

It will be seen that the collection of a 
vocabulary on such a plan, though there 
were many helpers, Was @ long and la- 
borious ask, involving a great amount 
of correspondence, which extended Ilit- 
erally all over the world. Added to this 
was the nearly appalling task of edi- 
torial and clerical work,, merely to sift 
anq@ organize these contributions. ft is 
not to be imagined that wérds so gather- 
ed could or should be all included. An 
organized staff of editors and philologists 
was required who passed upon the eligi- 
bility of each word, 
The conservative care exercised in ue- 
termining ‘the scope and limits of a vo-~ 
ecabulary can be inferrag from the fact 
that-in one of these officés, after a “drag- 
net’ had gathered over 500,000 worus, 
more than 200,000 were finally rejected. 
These included words that were still too 
completely foreign to merit a place in an 
English vocabulary, ail the “used but 
once” words, considerable slang language 
and many technical terms ‘that ‘had 
goo dreasons against them. The fixing 
of a date before which words shoulg be 
excluded, except on certain conditions, 
resulted in throwimg out many. 

When words have been selected for a 
dictionary, several distinct things mustr 
be done with them. They must be di- 
vided into their proper syllables, and the 
right syliables must be supplied with ac- 
cents. They must be pronounceg by the 
use of certain arbitrary signg used In a 
respelting of. them to indicate the powers 
of the letters they contain. They must 
be defined in all the senses in which 
they have actually been found used in 
literature. In the case of a primary form 
the origin of the word in other lan. 
guages—that is, its etymology—must be 


given.
